“For what shall it profit a man, if he shall gain the whole world, and lose his 


own soul?’’—Mark 8:36. 


That question ought to set think- 
ing every man and woman here 
tonight, who, because of love of 
the world, is refusing Jesus Christ. 

I. Will you please notice in the 
first place the two things that 
are contrasted in the verse? The 
two things contrasted are not the 
present and the future. The ques- 
tion is not what shall it profit a 
man if he gain the present and 
lose the future, That would be an 
important question. If a man were 
to gain the fleeting present and 
thereby lose the eternal future, 
it would be a very foolish bargain; 
but that is not the question of the 
text. The man who loses his soul 
does not gain the present. It is 
true he loses the future, the e- 
ternal future; but he doés not 
gain the present. The man living 
in sin, the man living away from 
Christ, does not get the most out 
of the life that now is. He gets 
the least out of it. On the other 
hand, the man that saves his soul 
does not. lose the present. It is 
pk that he gains the future, the 

érnak future; but he does not lose 
tne present, The man whose soul is 


_saved gets the most out-of the 


life that now is, The two things 
put in contrast are these: the 
world and the soul, or life; the 
world, that is, the tangible world 
and all it contains—wealth, hon- 
our, power, pleasure, everything 
that appeals to the senses, the 
lust of the flesh and the lust of 
the eye, and the vainglory of 
life (cf. I John 2:16). That is the 
world. That which is put into con- 
trast with it is the soul or life, 
the inner, real mian. To gain the 
world is to get all the wealth 
there is, and all the honour there 
is, and all the social position there 
is, and all the power there is, and 
all the worldly pleasure there is. 
To lose the soul is to lose your 
real manhood, to fall short of that 
for which God created you; to miss 
the divine image, to have the di- 
vine image blotted out and the 


image of the Devil stamped in.

To lose the soul is to come short | 
of the knowledge of God, to lose | 
communion with God and like- | 
ness to God, to “fall short of the | 
glory of God.” Now the question 
is this, What shall it profit you 
to gain all that this world has,

for which God created you, lose 
communion with God and likeness 
to God, and the glory of God? 


II. For any man to gain the 
whole world at the cost of forfeit- 
ing his soul would be a bad bar- 
gain. If one*could get the whole 
world by forfeiting his soul, it 
would be an idiotic exchange. 
Why? 

1. First of all, because the world 
does not satisfy. The world never 
satisfied a human soul. Take 
wealth. Was ever any man satisfied 
with wealth? Did any-.amount of 
money ever bring satisfaction and 
lasting joy to any man or woman 
on earth? You had a man here in 
England a few years ago who 
was very successful in making 
money. He made millions of pounds 
sterling, but so little did it satisfy 
him that he jumped overboard 
from the deck of an ocean steam- 
er and drowned himself, I remem- 
ber-one day that the heir to one 
of the largest fortunes in the 
world invited me to dinner, and 


‘the dinner was~over he 


his dissatisfaction with life. All 
the millions—and there were a 
great many millions that young 
man was heir to—did not give 
him satisfaction and joy. 

Did honour ever satisfy any 
man? I have known men and wo- 
men in the highest positions of 
honour in politics and social life, 
in culture and in all spheres of 
life, but I never knew a man or 
woman yet that was satisfied with 
honour. Does power satisfy any 
man? Was any king or emperor 
or czar, no matter how large his 
power, satisfied with the possession 
of power? Do the pleasures of life 
satisfy any man? Does the ball-

My text is the twenty-third 
Psalm. This beautiful Psalm is the 
best-loved, most often quoted pas- 
sage in all literature, and yet there 
are comparatively few sermons 
preached from it. There is a ten- 
dency on the part of most of us to 
look for a text unique and obscure 
as if to find such a text would 
render the text original with the 
preacher. Such texts have their 
value and should be used but we 
must not neglect the better known 
Scriptures as if they will not bear 
preaching because they are well- 
known. 


You have heard Russell Con- 
well’s story of the man who sold 
his farm to travel over the world 
in quest of diamonds. After years 
of fruitless search he returned to 
buy back his old farm and settle 
down but was unable to buy it

Here at Moody Bible Institute 
are men and women of God who 
come from many denominations.

When 
we say that we believe every word 
has been chosen by the Holy Spirt 
of God, so that human wisdom 
and the will of man had nothing

1. Verbal Inspiration of the Bible

Bible,. we are simply declaring 
what the Word of God itself teach- 
es. If any one should disagree 
with this position, he is disagree- 
ing with the plain statements of 
Scripture itself. 


It is a simple matter to demo- 
strate how the Bible claims that 
its words were selected by God 
Himself. Open the book of Le- 
viticus at random and read the 
very first verse of the chapter 
before you, It probably begins 
this way: “And the Lord spake 
unto Moses, saying...” Out of 
twenty-seven chapters, only half 
a dozen begin much differently. 
If we take this just as it stands, 
we must admit that the actual 
words of God are said to be record- 
ed here. More than two thousand 
times in the Old Testament a- 
lone, a similar claim is made. 

The apostles never thought of 
questioning whether the Old ‘Testa- 
ment was God’s Word. When Peter 
spoke to the disciples before the 
day of Pentecost, he said, ‘Men and 
brethren, this. scripture must 
needs have been fulfilled, which 
the Holy Ghost by the mouth of

Last showed from Scripture that the word church, as 
used throughout the Bible, simply means a called-out assembly; that 
it was used concerning a mob of idol worshipers at Ephesus, and 


concerning the nation Israel gathered at Mount Sinai; that the term 
‘ 


Was used most often concerning local congregations of Christians, 
‘but that the term is used frequently in the Bible of “the church, 
which is his body,” including all the saved ofall the ages who will 
be called out and assembled in Heaven at Christ’s second coming. 

| Certain doctrinal and practical problems arjse which can only be 
settled by clear understandifg of the Bible doctrine concerning 


churches and the church. Bearing in mind the things we found clearly 
taught in the Scriptures concerning churches and the church, we take 
up these problems: 

Which 


all ages? 


Scriptures speak of this church which includes all the

When did the church begin? 

To whom was the Great Commission given? 

Who has Bible authority to baptize converts? 

Who has authority to ordain ministers of the Gospel? 

We will find the answers to these questions in the Scriptures. 
f 


A. In Which Scriptures Does the Term “Church” Mean the Whole Body 
of Christ, All the Saved? 


It is obviously wrong to use the Scripture in which the word 
‘church is meant to refer to a local congregation as if it applied to a 
human denomination as such. A Scripture which authorizes a pastor 
for a local congregation does not authorize the pope and the Roman 
Catholic denomination. But it is also a hurtful mistake to use Scrip- 
tures which refer to the whole body of Christ as if they authenticated 
a particular denomination, or a certain brand and class of local 
churches. 

For example, 


Hebrews 12:23, 24 obviously speaks, not of a denomi- 


nation, nor of a local congregation, but of the great assembly of all 
the saved who will be called out and assembled in Heaven. That 
peripture says: 

“To the general assembly and church of the firstborn, which 


ave written in heaven, and to God the Judge of all, and to the spirits 
of just men made perfect, And to Jesus the mediator of the new 
covenant, and to the blood of sprinkling, that speaketh better things 
than that of Abel.” 

The “general assembly and church of the firstborn, which are 
written in heaven,” certainly includes all the saved, And all saved 
people look forward to the assemblage which “prospectively,”’ as Dr. 
B. H. Carroll said, is now called a church, though the assembling 
together in Heaven is yet future. The term church here means all 
the saved of all ages, the body of Christ. 

Again, in Matthew 16:18, Jesus surely speaks, 
but of the church, His body. There Jesus said: 
“And I say also unto thee, That thou art Peter, 
I will build my church; 
hye 

This does not teach the perpetuity of local congregations. The 
local congregations existing in the time of Christ have all disappeared. 
It does not teach the perpetutty of any denomination>-Denominations 
rise, go into modernism and false doctrine, 
useless or actually hurtful to the cause of Christ, as has the Roman 
«Catholic denomination. But here Christ is teaching that He will keep 
ithe church which is His body. Satan never gets one born-again soul. 
Christ knows His sheep and preserves them, and will call everyone 
lof them out, transformed and perfected, at His coming. This teaching 
is often found in Scripture.

In Ephesians 1:22, 23 this body called “the church, Which is his body 

' It is this body, all. the redeemed of all ages, that God has in mind 
in Ephesians 3:21—‘“Unto him be glory in the church by Christ Jesus 
throughout all ages, world without end. Amen.” Most of the local con- 
gregations mentioned in the Bible have long since disappeared from 
the earth. As far as we know, the only surviving remnant is the poor 
monstrosity of Roman Catholicism which grew out of the church at 
Rome. All human congregations will fade, will scatter, will disappear. 
But the church which is His body, that great assemblage which will 
be called out to meet Christ in the air and taken to Heaven—that is 
the church which “throughout all ages” will give glory to Christ. 

It is this body of all the redeemed of Christ to which reference is 
made in Ephesians 5:23-32 Notice these statements 

“Wor the husband is the head of the wife, even as Christ is the 
head of the church: and he is the sawiour of the body.”—Eph. 5:23. 


Christ is the head of the church, that is, He is the head of that 
mystical body which He is now forming, that household of God, that 
holy temple, that habitation of God through the Spirit. So the refer- 
ence here is to the whole body of Cart, 

Husbands are ¢ommanded to “, . . love your wives, even as Christ 
also loved the church, and gave himself for it’ (Eph. 5:25). Christ 
gave Himself ,for His whole body. 

This could not be said of any particular local congregation. It is 

true, for example, that there are some lost people in most local 
congregations and in all major denominations, of course. So it could 
not be said that Christ gave Himself for these lost persons in the 
churches any more than for other lost people outside the churches. 
No, this fits only that blessed body of Christ which will be called out 
in the air, that “general assembly and church of the firstborn, which 
are written in heaven. , .” (Heb. 12:23). 
In Ephesians 5:25-27 we are told that Christ gave Himself for 
the church to sanctify it and cleanse it by the Word of God “That 
he might present it to himself a glorious church ” And this 
speaks, then, of the church which is His body. Born-again Christians 
grow in grace now, but one time by God’s great miraculous power, 
we will be changed in a moment, and given bodies like unto His 
glorious body. So God here speaks of no particular denomination, of 
course, not even of the local congregation, not of local congregations 
as a group. He speaks rather of the church which is His body. Again 
in Ephesians 5:32 Paul says, by divine inspiration “., . I speak con- 
cerning Christ and the church.” 

The Lord Jesus gave Himself for the church, which simply means 
‘that He gave Himself to purchase all who will be saved. The same 
teaching is given in Titus 2:13 and 14: 

“Looking for that blessed hope, and the glorious appearing of 
the great God and our Saviour Jesus Christ; Who gave himself for 
us, that he might redeem us from all iniquity, and purify unto him- 
self a peculiar people, zealous of good works.” 

Jesus Christ “gave himself for us.”’ 

The same teaching is given again in Galatians 2:20: 

“. . « the Son of. God, ittiho-loved me, and gave himself for me.’ 

The dear Lord Jesus gave Himself in a general way for every 


lost-sinner. But | i rg , imself f 
and become virtually! OST S uf in a very particular way He gave Himself for those 


who will be saved, and so for the church which is His body, made up 
of all the redeemed. 

In Acts 20:28 the word church is used, we believe, representing 
the whole body of Christ. Paul speaking to the elders of Ephesus said: 

“Take heed therefore unto yourselves, and to allethe flock, over 
the which the Holy Ghost hath made you overseers, to feed the church: 
of God, which he hath purchased with his own blood.’ 

Often in Christian circles today the word flock is used of a local 
congregation, but we do not remember it ever being so used in the 
Bible. In Isaiah 40:11 the Scripture says, ‘‘He shall feed his flock like a 
shepherd . . .” But the context shows that Christ is the Shepherd, 
and the redeemed are the flock, 

In I Peter 5:2 Peter commands all elders, “Feed the flock of 
God which is among you ... ,” and to be “ensamples to the flock” 
(vs. 3). But then he says, “And when the chief Shepherd shall ap- 
pear, ye shall receive a crown of glory that fadeth not away” (vs. 4), 
for it is the whole flock of Christ, not only members of the local 
congregation, we believe, included here. It was not an organization 
which was purchased by Christ’s blood, nor a congregation nor a 
denomination, but it was His body, all the ransomed and redeemed, 
for whom Christ died, as teach many Scriptures. The good Shepherd 
giveth His life for the sheep, not for the sheep pen. 

In Luke 15 in the parable of the lost sheep the flock mentioned 
certainly does not mean a local church. When backslidden Peter was 
commanded, “Feed my sheep” and “Feed my lambs” (John 21:15, 16). 
we can be sure that Christ was not speaking to Peter as pastor of a 
local congregation, because it seems clear that Peter was never that, 
but did the work of an apostle over all the people of God 

So when Paul at Ephesus spoke to. the elders of “the church of 
God, which he hath purchased with his own blood,” he did’ not refer 
to a local congregation, but in a general term referring to saved 
people. He referred to saved people in general who are purchased by 
the blood of Christ. An unsaved man in a local congregation is no more 
purchased with the blood of Christ than all other unsaved people are. 
“The church of God, which he hath purchased with his own blood” 
could not include any unsaved people and so this could not well refer 
simply to a local congregation. 

The definite article used here, “the church” means not one con- 
gregation of many, but the only congregation of its kind, that is; that 
congregation who will be assembled in Heaven including all the saved. 
All of them alike are purchased by the blood of Christ and are thus 
members of His church. 

A number of such Scriptures in the Bible refer to the whole body

Water Carriers 


“Yitoboce!” (There’s 


a hole in it) said Mhutila, the 
cross-eyed, bucktoothed water carrier, appearing at my office 


door. “When we poured water into it behold, it squirted out 
through the hole, and continues to squirt out.’ 


He was a picturesque person 
with his closely shaved head, and 
his tattered pair of shorts. The 
muscles of his arms and bare chest 
rippled. He was enormously strong. 

I grabbed my topee, and ran 
with him to the place where there 
was a big cement drum which ser- 
ved as our hospital water storage 
tank. 

“Oh, one of little wisdom,” I 
said. “Why did you not put your 
finger over the hole, to save the 
water from running away?” 

“What could I do, Bwana? Could 
I stand here all day, with my fin- 
ger over the hole, while you sat 
writing, writing, in your little of- 
fice?” 

There was a definite twinkle in 
the eye that focused. The other 
blinked gloomily, 

“Well now, my son. Put your 
finger over that hole, and wait.” 

I returned in a moment or two 
with a cork. The water carrier’s 
eye still twinkled. His finger re- 
ligiously covered the hole, but the 
drum was empty. 

“I forgot to tell you, Bwana, 
there was another hole on the 
other side!” 

I looked at him hopelessly. I 
could get along reasonably well in 
three languages, but they all seem- 
ed inadequate to deal effectively 
with this situation! 

At that moment a nurse from 
the babies’ ward came up, jug in 
hand. She looked into the drim. 

“No water, Bwana! What can I 
do? How can I bath the babies? 
You cannot bath them with air. 
You're the doctor! Please do some- 
thing.” 

“Viswanu” (All right), I said. 
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Then, along came a nurse from 
the women’s ward, with a bowel in 
her hand. She came to the drum 
and, finding it dry, said to me: 


“Bwana, the women won't take. 


their medicine unless we mix it 
with lots of water, and there’s 
none left in the barrel. You're 
the doctor, won’t you... ” 

“Viswanu,”’ I said. 

The cook was the next to ap- 
pear. 

“Bwana, you’re a man. You 
don’t understand about cooking, 
but how can we make porridge 
if there’s no water? You’re our 
doctor. Won’t you do something 
about it?” 

I looked to Mhutila for support, 
but he had slipped off already to 
the well, a mile and a half away, 


his two buckets swinging on each 
end of his palm-leaf carrying 
stick. Then, at that moment the 
Situation was solved. I heard a 
high-pitched voice half singing, 
half chanting: “Ci-ci-ci-ci-ci . . . 
Ya-ya-ya-ya-ya,” and finally “He- 
e-e-€-e,” and round the corner of 
the building came a smiling face, 
streaming with perspiration. It was 
Robert, the second water carrier. 
The cook whisked away one of his 
kerosene tins, and the two nur- 
ses filled the jug and bowl from 
the other, first lifting out care- 
fully the dried pumpkin shell that 
prevents the water from splash- 
ing as the water carrier comes 
up the hill from the sandy river 
bed. 

“You were far behind your com- 
panion, Robert.” 

“Yes, Bwana. This was my ene- 
my.” 

For my inspection he produced 
a long thorn from his tightly cur- 
led hair! 

“It went right through my foot. 
I stopped for Daudi to put iodine 
on it. Yah, that medicine bites!” 

I carefully plugged up the holes 
in the drum with eorks, and 
touched up the concrete inside. 
That problem was solved, at any 
rate, for a day or two. 

A few days later a large and 
very dusty Englishman arrived at 
the house. He was driving in one 
of those antiquated lories that 
are the vogue in Tanganyika. 

“Hello, Doc,” he said. ‘““How’s the 
teapot?’’ 

“In good form,” I replied. “Come 
in and reduce your drought. What 
have you been doing these days, 
with all that clattertrap in the 
back of your Juggernaut?” 

“T am superintending the sink- 
ing of wells all over the coun- 
try now, Doc. I have to put one 
up—or rather, down, a few miles 
from here, and thought of camping 
over there amongst the baobabs 
at Makangwa.” 

“How do you put these wells 
down?” 

“Oh, we have two iron busines- 
ses; one fits inside the other, hke 
two enormous pill boxes, Tpere’s 
about three inches between the in- 
ner one and the outer one. You 
pour concrete into that space, and 
cram it down with posts, and 
then pour in, and ram that down, 
and in that way you have the 
walls of your well.” 

“That’s a grand idea. I wish we 
had a couple here. Thesé cement 
drums that we use for storage 
tanks rust through in no time, and 
then everybody is chasing me to 
know where they can get water for 
their cooking or mixing their medi- 
cines, or the hundred and one 
things for which water is needed 
in hospital.” 

“Tell you what, Doc. Why not 
put one of these concrete tanks 
on the veranda of your ward? 
It has-’a concrete floor!” 

“Yes. 


“And then you could use that 
for your storage, and there’s no 
fear of it leaking. I'll bring the 
affair over on Saturday and put 
it up for you. I’ll want ten men. 
Get some cracked stones as big 
as walnuts and about a ton of 
sand.” 


“Thanks very much. I'll have ev- 
erything ready,” I said, “Would 
you like a fourth cup?” 

Next morning there was a 
stream of men carrying sand in 
big dishes on their heads, Others 
were seated cracking granite to 
the appropriate size. 

Saturday morning arrived, and 
with it an urgent operation. A 
child had been knocked about by 
a buffalo. I stitched him up here 
and there, put his arm in plaster- 
of-paris where it was broken, saw 
him safely back into the ward. and 
then went to see how the well 
was progressing.

“Leave it in posi- 
tion, and on Monday I will come 
to pull off the iron rims.” 

“Thanks very much,” I said. 
“How about coming and having 
dinner with us today? The usual 
poultry lunch—a threepenny chick- 
en steamed and then baked.” 

We both laughed. “And spinach?” 
he asked. 

“And spinach,” I replied. “Won- 
derful variety we have in our diet 
over here.”

It was Monday morning, and I 
was trying to hlsten to the chest 
of a small African boy, who I 
thought had early pneumonia. 
There was a terrible din outside, 
and I couldn’t hear a thing. 

“What's all the racket about, 
Kefa?’’ said I, to an African dres- 
ser who was passing the window, 
and grinning hugely—‘‘The Bwana 
Chisima (the well maker)-has built 
the well on our veranda, and now, 
behold he cannot get his iron 
things off, because the raof stops 
him.” 

He collapsed in merriment. ‘And 
now, behold, he is taking off your 
roof, so, that he may have his iron 
rims to build other wells in oth- 
er places.” 

My large friend appeared at 
the window. “Shades of the Vicar 
of Wakefield,” he said. “I have 
been and done it. We shall have 
to pull off a part of your veranda 
roof, or you will have my tank- 
building apparatus on your hands 
for life!” 

I groaned as I pulled the stetho- 
oscope out of my ears.

We couldn't have a new 
well here without there being some 
catch in it.” 


My pessimism was not justified. 
The roof was duly restored, and 
the tank was the pride of our eyes.

So I teach 
them to take wood ashes, white 
ones, wet them, and rub them on 
the baby.”

“That’s just what we do in the 
Pathology Room when we clean 
slides with stuff called ‘Bon Ami.’ ’

“Then,” 
the baby with a little water, get 


said Yuditi, “we rinse 
off all the ashes and dirt we 
can, and give him a second rinse. 
Then you hold him out in the 
sun to dry. You finish up by rub- 
bing him with peanut oil, Any- 
one can crush some peanuts, they 
grow in every garden. It may sound 
crude, Bwana, but it saves hun- 
dreds of children from getting skin 
disease, and any woman can do it. 
Even if she cannot afford to buy 
soap, she has plenty of wood ash, 


and nobody grudges a pumpkin 
shell full of water.”

“How’s your fathercraft idea get-

The people of the early church 
even included this belief in their 
prayers. They said on one occasion. 
“Lord, thou art God, which hast 
made heaven, and earth, and the 
sea, and all that in them is: 
Who by the mouth of thy servant 
David hast said, Why did the hea- 


then rage, and the people ima- 
gine vain things?” (Acts 4:24, 
29). 

The Lord Jesus began His 


earthly ministry by opening the 
Word, reading a portion ard then 
expounding it (Luke 4: 16-21). 
Earlier, this same chapter reveals 
that when He was tempted, Christ 


defeated the Devil by using the 
formula, “It is written,” thrice 
over, Why are we given this 


strange picture of the Son of God 
using the words of His servant 
Moses in repelling the attack of 
His adversary? Because the words 
of Moses are the words of the 
eternal God! So are the words of 
David: Christ said that David was 
Speaking in the Spirit when He 
gave us Psalm 110:1 (Matt, 22: 
43, 44). - 

One of the most -zevealing 
testimonies ever given about the 
inspiration of the Old Testament 
is found in I Peter 1:10, 11. The 
very men who wrote the prophecies 
“inquired and searched diligently 
. .. Searching what, or what 
manner of time the Spirit of 
Christ which was in them did sig- 
nify, when it testified beforehand 
the sufferings of Christ, and the 
glory that should follow.” 

Here is an impressive picture of 
prophets studying with interest 
and diligence the words that they 
themselves had written, just 
though they had found a scroll in- 
scribed by the finger of God Him- 
self. 

Daniel received and recorded a 
prophetic message from the Lord, 
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Our Wonderful Bible 


then said, “I heard but I under- 
stood not” (Dan. 12:8). Today we 
Study Daniel’s words with increas- 
ing understanding, being admon- 
ished by our Lord to do so (Matt. 
24:15), Yet Daniel himself did not 
fully perceive the meaning of the 
words revealed to him, because 
they were God’s words. 

The writers of the New Testa- 
ment claimed for themselves and 
for each other direct inspiration 
from God. In I Thessalonians 2:13 
Paul wrote: 


“When ye received the word of |

Wherever we turn 


every word is inspired. It is written 
that God said to Jeremiah, “Be- 
hold, I have put my words in thy 
mouth.” The prophet testified in 
Jeremiah 2:1, 2, “The word of 
the Lord came to me, saying, 
Go and cry in the ears of Jeru- 
salem, saying, Thus saith the 
Lord.” The commissioning of 
Ezekiel was similar. God said to 
him, “Go, get thee unto the house 
of Israel, and speak with my 
words unto them” (Ezek. 3:4). 

This same teaching is found so 
plainly written in the New Testa- 
ment that one wonders how anyone 
can fail to accept it as the clear 
teaching of Scripture, Paul wrote 
in I Corinthians 2:13: 


“Which things also we speak, 
not in the words which man’s 
wisdom teacheth, but which the 


Holy Ghost teacheth.” 


Thus the apostle expressly disa- 
vowed any dependence upon human 


wisdom in the choice of his lan- 
guage, while Peter said, ‘The 
prophecy came not in old time 


by the will of man: but holy men 
of God spake as they were mov- 
ed by the Holy Ghost” (II Pet, 
1:21). This is as plain a revela- 
tion that man’s will had no part 
in the writing of the Bible, as 
Paul’s statement that man’s wis- 
dom had no part in it. 


Some have claimed that only 
the thoughts in Scripture were in- 
spired, while the words were 
selected by’ the will and wisdom 
of the prophets. But who has ever 
been able to improve upon the 
words of Psalm 23 or John 3:16? 
Nor have I ever heard a satisfac- 
tory explanation of how the 
thoughts of the Bible can be divor- 
ced from the words with which 
they have been expressed. I think 
the strongest statement ever 
made about the minute accuracy

His agents to write as if their 
hands had been His own hands.”’ 
Fifty years before America 


became a nation, Bengel wrote, 
“The words of Scripture are in- 


spired of God. The Spirit does 
not speak without words.” The 
great theologian Hodge said a 


generation ago, “That we have an 
inspired Bible, a verbally inspired 
Bible, we have the witness of God 
Himself.” 

Since the Bible is the Word of 
God, let us give it our implicit 
trust and obedience. We will do 
well to emulate the example of 
Bishop Moule of the Church of 
England. He declared, “When the 
Lord Jesus became a living and 
unutterable reality to me, I re- 
member that one of my first sen- 
sations of profound relief was that 
He absolutely trusted the Bible; 
and though there are in it things 
inexplicable and intricate that have 
puzzled me, I am going, not in a 
blind sense, but reverently, tq@trust 
the book because of Him.” May 
God help us to do hkewise.

the church began: 

A. Some say the church began at Pentecost, That is the position 
of the Scofield Reference Bible, a teaching very widely spread by the 
followers of Darby and of strong dispensationalists. 

B. Many, mostly some Baptists, say that the church began in the 
lifetime of Jesus, and they cite passages in Matthew, chapters 16 
and 18 as evidence. 

C. Others believe that the church began when the first soul was 
saved on this earth and was built into the household of God, prepared 
for the rapture, to join that assembly which will be called out when 
Jesus comes and which will be assembled in Heaven. And I believe 
this latter position is the Bible position. 

Whence these differing opinions about when the church began? 
I think they come principally by a misunderstanding of the word 
church, When we say church we are thinking in terms made popular 
by the Roman Catholic usage. We think of great denominations, 
either our own particular denominations or the tnited sum of the 
denominations. We are thinking about the origin of denominational- 
ism. But that is not what the Bible means by church, and if you look 
for the origin of a denomination, it is not the same as looking for the 
origin of the kind of churches taught in the Bible, or of the body of 
Christ. The word church never means a denomination, not once 
anywhere in the Bible. 

But a certain bias or prejudice in the hearts of people makes 
them seek to set a time for the origin of the church. It is surprising, 
when one comes to think of it, that the Bible never discusses the origin 
of the church. The Bible often discusses the time when the consum- 
mation of the church takes place, when the body of Christ is called 
out to meet Christ in the air and assembled in Heaven. But it seems 
to be taken for granted throughout the Bible that the building of this 
church is a slow process, convert by convert, living stone upon living 
stone, in this holy temple that is building. The Bible simply does not 
discuss anywhere the question as to when the church began! That 
means, evidently, that the time of the beginning has no doctrinal 
significance. And God is not thinking in man’s terms. God is not con- 
cerned about when your own denomination came into being. And God 
does not call denominations churches. 

Men make the mistake of talking about “the birth of the church,” 
and “the founding of the church.” They use terms that would fit 
the organization of a denomination. But the Bible uses an entirely 
different kind of term. The Scripture says, “I will build [will be 
building] my church” (Matt. 16:18). And the Bible says that it 
“groweth unto an holy. temple” (Eph. 2:21). The Bible says that 
“Ye also, as lively stones, are built up a spiritual house, an holy 
priesthood, to offer up spiritual sacrifices, acceptable to God by 
Jesus Christ” (I Pet. 2:5). 

You see, a house, a temple, a household, a body, are all builded 
slowly. A body forms little by little in the womb of a mother. A 
household grows through the years by the addition of children. A 
temple grows stone by stone through a period of time. And that is 
the way God's church grows and develops. It was not on one particular 
day “established,” or “founded,” or “born.” 

Are Old Testament saints included in. the church, the body of 
Christ? I think beyond any doubt they are included. And the way 
+to prove that is to look forward to the rapture, when “. . . We shall 
not all sleep, but we shall ALL be changed” (I Cor. 15:51). So all the 
saints of God, Old Testament and New Testament, are saved the 
same way, and they will get the remainder of their salvation, that is, 
“. , . the adoption, to wit, the redemption of our body” (Rom. 8:23), 
at the rapture, just as the rest of us will. 

The Scripture says that “. . . the dead in Christ shall rise first: 
Then we which are alive and remain shall be caught up together 
with them in the clouds, to meet the Lord in the air .. .” (I Thess. 
4:16, 17). But is not Abraham dead in Christ? Remember that Jesus 
said that “Abrdfam rejoiced to see my day: and he saw it, and was 
glad” (John 8:56). And in Romans 4 we are plainly told that Abra- 
ham is the example of all who trust in Christ, and that all of us 
who are saved at all are saved by faith, as was believing Abraham. 

The Old Testament saints were Christians. They were saved ex- 
actly as we are saved. Acts 10:43 plainly says that “To him give all 
the prophets witness, that through his name whosoever believeth in 
him shall receive remission of sins.” Every prophet in the Old Testa- 
ment proves the same thing, that those who trust in Jesus Christ 
have their sins forgiven. Every person ever saved was saved exactly 
alike—by faith and on the merits of the blood of Jesus Christ. So 
when Jesus comes and the rapture takes place, “the dead in Christ” 
who will rise first must include all the Old Testament saints as well 
as New Testament saints, In fact, the Bible never even discusses the 
matter, and uses no such term as “Old Testament saints” and “New 
Testament saints.” That distinction is an artificial distinction, not 
made anywhere in the Bible. All alike are part, surely, of the same 
body, and will hear the same trumpet, and will receive the glorious 
culmination of their salvation at the same time, in the same way. 


In Hebrews 12:23 we are told that we shall gather “To the general 
assembly and church of the firstborn, which are written in heaven. . 
. .’ But do not Moses and Abraham and David and all the prophets 
of God and saints of God in Old Testament times belong in that group? 
Are their names not written in Heaven? Then they will be in that 


blessed assemblage. They are redeemed exactly as we are, and will 
be in the same body. 


In fact, that is the point of the mystery mentioned in the epistles 
of Paul, the mystery that the Gentiles, too, will be joined with the 
Saints of God among the Jews to form one_body, the body which will 


be caught out at the rapture and assembled in Heaven. 


When, then, did this body, this household of God, this holy 
temple which is now growing by the addition of every convert—when 
did this body, the church, begin? 

I suppose it would be when the first living stone was laid on the 
foundation. And that first stone, I Suppose, was Adam who, cast out 
of the Garden of Eden for his sin, surely looked to God for mercy. 
Does not that coat of skin, which God made to hide Adam’s naked- 
ness and Eve's, picture the righteousness of God which covers the 
poor, naked sinner?. If so, then Adam was saved, and became the 
first living stone built upon Christ, the foundation stone. Or if it 
were not Adam, then perhaps it was righteous Abel who “by faith .. . 
offered unto God a more excellent sacrifice than Cain .. .” (Heb. 11: 
4). At any rate, the great body, temple, habitation of God, church, 
began with the first convert, the first new-born soul. 


Certainly, then, the body of Christ’ did not begin at Pentecost. 
And it had already long been building when Christ taught His 
disciples and said, “. . . upon this rock I will build [will be building] 
my church...” (Matt, 16:18). Jesus was already building and would

There is no such thing as “the universal church,” if you mean 
that each denomination is simply a branch of the church of God. 
That doctrine surely is not taught in the Bible, The National Council 
of Churches, for example, is not the equivalent of the church of 
God, The Roman Catholic Church is not the equivalent of the church 
of God. The idea that all these sects and denominations together or 
any part of them is synonymous with the church of God or the church 
of Christ as taught in the Bible is simply unscriptural and not true. 
The word church in the Bible does not mean one denomination, and it 
does not mean all the denominations. A denomination is not a church 
in the Bible sense, and we call denominations “the Catholic Church” 
or “the Episcopal Church,” or “the Methodist Church,” only by ac- 
commodation. We use a term as it is generally understood, but we 
must remember that we are not using the term in the Bible sense 
when we speak of a denomination as a church. A denomination is 
not a church. A denomination is not a branch of the church. 

The whole idea of a “universal church’’ made up of denominational 
branches is unknown in the Scripture. Obviously the denominations 
all have some unconverted people in them.

in Acts 8 shows that Philip himself took the responsibility of bap- 
tizing the eunuch after the eunuch had openly trusted Christ and 
claimed Him as Saviour. 


So then we would say that generally it is wise for converts to be 
approved by some reputable group of Christians, that is, by a local 
assembly or church of Christians, for baptism. But we cannot say 
that this is a hard and fast rule given in the Scriptures, for the 
Scriptures simply do not make any such rule. 


Should the baptism of converts be done only by an ordained 
minister, or may others baptize? In the Bible we know that it was 
usually accepted ministers who baptized people. In the case of Philip, 
however, we know that he was ordained as a deacon. Whether he had 
any other official ordination, we are not told. So with the general 
trend of scriptural teaching, I would say that it is wise and sensible 
that ministers of the Gospel should generally baptize converts. How- 
ever, I should say that if one were away in a foreign country where 
there were no churches and no ordained preachers, it seems to me 
people should still obey Christ and new converts should be baptized. 
The whole matter of church authority for baptism is simply not dis- 
cussed directly anywhere in the New Testament, and we would do 
wise, surely, if we made no great doctrines where the Bible makes 
none, but simply try to follow the practice of New Testament Chris- 
tians as far as that practice is recorded in the Bible. 


5. Who Has God's Authority to Ordain Ministers? 


Another problem connected with the Bible doctrine of churches 
and the church is the problem of authority to ordain ministers of the 
Gospel. 

The Roman Catholic Church claims to be God’s own true church 
with sole authority to carry out His work. Hence the Catholic Church 
claims to have the only true apostolic authority to lay hands on a man 
and set him apart for the ministry or, as they would say, to the 
priesthood. 

Episcopal churches generally claim that they have apostolic 
authority by succession through the Catholic Church, from which they 
came out. 

“Churches of Christ,” that is, the nonprogressive Campbellites, 
in some parts of America teach that they are the only true church, 
and that they alone have the authority which is delegated to God’s 
church. 

Even some Baptists try to prove a succession of ordination down 
through the centuries, and try to trace that “apostolic succession” 
back to the apostles. I believe, in the first place, that it is utterly 
impossible to do so, I believe even Catholics cannot clearly give the 
record of ordination all the way back to the apostles, We know that 
the Roman Catholic Church as it is today did not exist for the first 
300 years after Christ. But Catholics can certainly go further in 
proving the succession of ordination through many centuries than any 
other group can do. 


But in the second place, if one could prove apostolic succession of 
ordination, that is, that every ordained man was ordained by someone 
else who had ordination succeeding directly from the apostles them- 
selves, it would do no good. The Bible does not discuss Apostolie 
Succession. The Bible itself does not even hint at any such problem. 
It is a problem which grows from a rabid denominationalism, a kind 
of denominational idolatry, of men seeking to boost their denomina- 
tion and give it a homage that no human organization really deserves. 

The truth is that in the Bible, ordination was a very simple 
matter, Spirit-filled men of God who felt led to help send out another 
man to preach the Gospel, united in prayer and laid their hands - 
upon him. A very typical case, and perhaps the one most clearly 
described in the New Testament is that of Acts 13, where Paul and

Church Music for 
Iustrumentalists

“What is that in thine hand?” 

God asked Moses this question in 
the midst of a very interesting 
conversation. God had told Moses 
He had a job for him to do, an im- 
portant job, a thrilling job. Moses 
replied, as many a Christian today 
does, “I° can’t do that. I’m not 
talented enough. I don’t have the 
personality. I’m not an orator. Peo- 
ple won’t follow me.” 


But in the midst of all excuses, 
the doubtings and self-criticising 
Moses was doing, God cut in 
with this sentence: “What is fhat 
in thine hand?” 

Moses looked down at his hand, 
and what he saw there didn’t a- 
mount to -much, in his opinion. 
Just a rod—a common shepherd's 
crook, crudely made, perhaps to 
fetch back wandering sheep. No 
equipment, surely, Moses thought, 
for the biggest job of his time. 
No equipment for a delicate job 


of diplomacy, a task requiring 
powerful leadership. Just a rod! 
In some contempt, no _ doubt, 


Moses answered, “A rod.” 

But God swiftly demonstrated 
what a rod could do in the hands 
of God’s man, and Moses soon 
learned, despite excuses, that a 
man or an instrument is as pow- 


erful as the God behind them. 
What is in your hand, Chris- 
tian? 
Whatever it is, does it have 
the power of God behind it, to do 
good? Is it dedicated and used 


to bring honor to Him? We have 
no right to have anything in our 
hand that isn’t given over to God 
to use in His service .. . and it is 
only when we surrender the hand, 
and what is in it, and the whole 
life to God, that we see Him work 
in power to bless others through 
us. 

In Homer Rodeheaver’s hand, it 
was a “tin Trombone,” as Harry 
Rimmer called it, when he came 
out of the mountains to learn to 


sing.. But he used what he had 
for God, and became a mighty 


force in gospel music.

Music, and human love for it, 
is one of the abiding proofs of our 
emotional nature. Whether one 
thinks of rhythm or of melody, 
the human soul responds to music. 
Emotion has as vital a place in our 
nature as thinking. We feel as well 
as think, and perhaps are more 
influenced by what we feel than 
what we think. Conviction pro- 


duces both change of thought and. 


feeling. Any work of God in us 
affects our emotional nature. 


Music, moreover, is both an in- 
let and an outlet of the soul. It is 
an INLET. When one listens for a 
while the jazzy music of today, 
he can understand how people can 
dance by it, flirt by it, sin by it. 
That type of music opens the gate 
of the soul for all satanic and sin- 
ful emotions and expressions. On 
the other hand, good music is an 
inlet of truth and love. At one 
time Elisha hesitated about a 
prophecy he was to give. He called 
for a minstrel to play before him,

and “when the minstrel played, the 
hand of the Lord came upon him.” 
David was a cunning player on 
an harp, and doubtless heard from 
Heaven many times while he was 
playing. The organ and piano in 
our day has taken the place of 
the harp in those days. It is a 
fine thing to be able to play the 
hymns of the church—and while 
playing, to feel the gracious move- 
ments of the Holy Spirit across 
the soul. Take heed what kind 
of music you let into your soul. 

But music is also the OUTLET 
of the soul. “Out of the fulness of 
the heart” comes rolling the mu- 
sic of the soul. 


Music is the outlet of the de- 
vout, godly soul. No one can play 
hymns like a Christian. There are 
no sweeter tunes than hymn tunes. 
Take “Jesus Lover of My Soul” 
and ‘“‘My Faith Looks Up to Thee.” 
You can ruin the tempo of the 
hymn: still the tune is beautiful. 
Music is not intended to be the 
Devil’s monopoly, for David urges 
saints to “praise the Lord with 
the harp.” In I Chronicles 25:3 is 
mentioned a group of musicians 
who “prophesied with the harp.” 
Dr. Edersheim tells us that with 
an orchestra of many instruments, 
chiefly harps and cornets, the an- 
cient Jews worshiped in the tem- 
ple. When the sound of the two 
thousand male voices of the choir 
was joined by the congregation of 
Israel, the praises of the Lord 
could be heard twelve miles dis- 
tant. “Sing, and make melody to 
the Lord.” 


It has been said, “No one can 
sing like the Christians.” Thank 
God, it is true. For the Christian 
has a “new song” in his soul, 
and his freed and purified emotion- 
al nature is like a “well of water 
springing up.” The song of praise 
is a spontaneous outburst of the 
Christian. How many times we 
have been blest while we sang the 
merits of that “Amazing grace... 
that saved a wretch like me!” 
Christians have always sung and 
made music to the Lord. But if 
Christians lose the heart melody, 
the outward music also dies. In 


the sorrows of captivity, back- 
slidden Israel “hung their harps 
upon the willows.” You can’t make 
heavenly music unless Heaven is in 
the heart for the Christian knows 
that music gs essentially in the 
heart and only superficially in the 
voice or instrument — “Making 
melody in your heart to the Lord.” 


“Praise the Lord for his mercy 
forever.” With this song, Israel 
at one time went out against their 
enemies (II Chron. 20:20-22) and 
when they began to sing and to 
praise, the Lord set ambushments, 
and the children of Ammon were 
smitten.

And there will be music in Hea- 
ven. Nothing is said of the angels, 
cherubims and seraphim singing 
or making music, but the redeem- 
ed will. In Revelation 5:8 the “four 
and twenty elders’ with harps 
sing a new song, saying, “Thou... 
hast redeemed us to God by thy 
blood out of every kindred, and 
tongue, and people, and nation; and 
hast made us unto our God kings 
and priests.” These twenty-four 
elders doubtless represent the Old 
and New Testament. believers, the 
followers of the faith of the twelve 
apostles. 


Then in Revelation 14:2 is men- 
tioned ‘the voice of harpers harp- 
ing with their harps: and they 
sung a new song before the throne; 
and no man could learn that song 
but the . .. redeemed!’ Also in 
15:2-4 are mentioned “them that 
had gotten the victory.” They 
“stand on the sea of giass, having 
the harps of God. And they sing 
the song of Moses the servant of 
God, and the song of the Lamb, 
saying, Great and marvellous are 
thy works, Lord God Almighty; 
just and true are thy ways, thou 
King of saints ... thou only art 
holy.” 


“And I heard the voice of much 
people in heaven, saying, Alleluia. 
Alleluia, Alleluia, Alleluia, the 
Lord God omnipotent reigneth.” So 
saints will sing their way through 
time and eternity.

The Captain Without Peace 
I talked with an’ old sea cap- 
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tain some time ago who said 
that he had no fear of God. He 
said, ‘“ I was in a storm at sea 
the other night. The old ship 
was tossed like a cork on the 
waves and it looked as if we were 
doomed, but I did not even think 
of calling on God.” 

I asked, “Captain, why is it 
you think of that experience in 
connection with this conversation?

I asked him, “Captain, do ,you 
honestly have peace in your heart 
or is your spirit like that storm- 
tossed sea?”

“Sacred” Music?

A great deal has been written 
and spoken concerning the wave 
of so-called popular “sacred” mu- 
sic which has lately been making 
the juke-box and Hit Parade 
rounds. We cannot disagree that 
at least some of these songs seem 
to be lacking in musical and ver- 
bal inspiration. However, musical 
taste is a relative matter—what 
pleases someone else may not 
please us. Remembering the words 
of Jesus, “for he that is not a- 
gainst you is for you,” we sincerely 
hope that since this music is al- 
ready a part of society, some good 
may come from it. 

Although we cannot commend 
this musical style, it is not the 
music which gives us the greatest 
cause for concern. Our anxiety 1s 
centered on the text and its use. 
The purpose of sacred music is to 
lead us into a deep and rich spiritu- 
al experience. It should be personal 
and subjective and the experience 
so gained should have a definite 
and profound influence on our

lives. It should impel us to a 
higher spiritual plane. 

The present day popular “sac- 
red’ music does little to achieve 
this result. It gives assent to an 
easy kind of Christianity. There is 
little or nothing in its text that 
is spiritually challenging or pro- 
found. It does not bring about a 
subjective experience, but rather 
gives the listener an opportunity to 
feel “religious” without actually 
experiencing the religion’ that 
changes lives. 

There are too many people in 
America who profess Christianity, 


but who have not let Christ 
|change their lives. Their names 
‘are on the church roll but not 


‘in the Book of Life. Their religion 
is a religion of convenience, for 
business, social, or other reasons. 
We wonder if our popular song 
writers have not played right in- 
to the hands of these people. They 
have capitalized on a popular 
theme (everyone is against sin, 
you know) and have given our 
“Christians by convenience” a 
;sacred song literature of conveni- 
ence. 

| _ The Gospel] at Christ changes 
‘lives. The music of the Christian 
‘church should lead peuple to this 
‘change. May this always be our 
criterion for the Judgment of sac-
